a shutdown of more than a month, 
officials of the company decided to 
reopen without a union 
agreem ent.

Ohio Bishop Charges That Paasagea 
From His Book, Communism and 
Christianity, Were Garbled, “Either 
Deliberately or In Ignorance," to 
Make 
It Appear That He la an 
Atheist— Bishps to Review Case. 


Cleveland, Oct. 9.—An appeal from 
the heresy verdict returned by a trial 
court of bishops here last spring was 
m ade by Bishop W. M. Brown of 
Galion, O. in a letter to the 125 bish* 
ops 
of* the 
Protestant 
Episcopal 
church of the United States, Bishop 
Brown 
asked 
that 
they 
veto 
the 
heresy verdict of the court. 
All the 
bishops must approve the finding be­ 
fore sentence can be passed. 
Bishop 
Brown charged that his trial was not 
fair and that he was prevented from 
offering relevant evidence. 
Bishop Brown in his letter asserts 
that the “old orthodox is in ruins,” 
and th at it is the duty of thfe fathers 
of the church to see that the church 
is made 
habitable tor American men 
and women of m ature mind,” rather 
than for ‘‘old men and children.” 
Bishop Brown’s trial and conviction 
were based 
upon 
statem ents 
pub- 
ish“d in his book, ‘‘Christianity 
and 
’ommunism.” in which ho declared 
thai although he did not “believe in 
the existence of a conscious personal 
God,” he wag not godless. 
“Nature 
;s 
my divinity,” he 
asserted. 
“To 
know and regard the doings of this 
divinity is the salvation of the world.’ 
“T h i court was invited to pronounce 
me a heretic,” the bishop w'rote, “on 
the plain issue that my words were 
not consistent with the literal read­ 
ing 
of 
our 
formula. 
Fifty 
other 
preachers and writers 
in our 
own 
church in America eould at once be 
arraigned 
for 
a 
sim ilar 
inconsist­ 
ency.” 
While adm itting that he “denied the 
supernatural Jesus of the old creeds,” 
Bishop 
Brown 
contended 
that 
he 
shared “this denial with so large and 
reputable a body of churchm en that 
the singling out of him for a c harge 
of heresy” required an explanation 
and asserted that Irs trial and con 
viction was “because my teaching is 
not in accord with the medieval inter­ 
pretation of the formularies devised 
in the middle ages and earlier.” 
Bishop Brown charges 
that 
pas­ 
sages of his book, “Communism and 
Christianity,” were garbled, either de­ 
liberately or in ignorance, to make 
it appear that he is an atheist. 
This 
imputation he denies.

Ohio’s Traffic Toll of Death* For First 
Six Months of 1924.

Ohio’s automobile traffic toll of deaths 
increased 9.4 lier cent for the first six 
months of 1924 over the sam e period 
in 1923. 
During the first half of 1923 
there were 318 deaths in auto acci­ 
dents; this year there were 442.

the total of 4-12 deaths for the six- 
month period this year, 54 were at 
railroad crossings and 26 the result 
of streetcar accidents, tabulation of 
the figures revealed.

EXPLANATORY 


After a most careful and exhaustive considera­ 
tion as to what form of rate re-adju stint ut would bo 
the fairest and most practical a service charge of 75 
cents was decided upon, because it would produce 
enough additional revenue to afford some aid to the 
company in going forward to a new development, 
and extension of service, without disturbing the pres­ 
ent natural gas conserving scheouio, and yet allow 
for a discontinuance of the minimum rate charge. 
Computing the rate per thousand upon a consump­ 
tion of 10,000 cubic feet per month, the basis upon 
which the rates for other Ohio communities shown 
in our Ad. No. 13 were determined, we find that our 
rate including the service charge of 75 cent' wotffd 
be 55 cents, which is lower than any of the 107 rates 


enumerated in the list of municipalities referred to 
If the service charge were m..de 50 cents it woald 
be imperative that the schedule of rate, tor gas be 
as follows: 55c, 60c, 65c, 70c, an average rate for 
10,000 cubic feet of 62Vic. 
If the service charge were made 60 cents the rates 
for gas would necessarily have to be 50c, 55c, 60c, 
65c, an avenage rate for 10,000 cubic feet of 58Hc. 
Raising the schedule for gas would be burdensome 
to ine consumer and it would introduce a gr. at ele­ 
ment of uncertainty as to what the company’s in- 
coaic would be because of the danger of curtailment 
of sales beyond a point thai would make it possible 
to go forward with the enormously expensive uro­ 
gram of improvement and development contemplated.

THE LEGAL BASIS FOH THE ESTABLISHMENT OF UTILITY HATES 


The Logan Gas Company proposes a Service 
Charge of 75 cents as a re-adjustment of its present 
rate schedule to meet a relatively small portion of a 
vast expenditure necessary to continue its natural 
gas service and extend service. 
But even so modest a request mav cause some op­ 
position to be voiced by captious critics who will put 
forward such topics as “original investment,*' “capi­ 
tal stock,** “stock dividends,’’ etc., as elements in the 
determination of what a “legal’’ rate should be. 
In order that you may be correctly informed as to 
what a legal rate should be and the basis of its de­ 
termination, permit us to advise thai during the 
past year the U. S. Supreme Court in deciding four 
rate cases of national importance has decreed that 
present value shall bt Me bask of rate. 
Vt 
.re 
presenting herewith a bu ram ary copy of an appraisal 
of The Logan Company's property just completed by 
Ford, Bacon & Davis, perhaps the most eminent and 
experienced valuation engineers in this country, and 
compiled in accordance with these recent decisions 
of the U. S. Supreme Court and of various public 
utilities commissions and state supreme court 
This 
appraisal shows the value of the company’s property 
for rate-making purposes as $41,152,043, and upon 
a legal basis of 8 percent, return the p ice for natural 
gas delivered to the consumer should be a flat rate 
of 81.62 cents per thousand cubic feet. 


We are also showing above an operating estimate 
for the next two years which merely includes the 
development and continued operation of our old 
fields, and which shows that if a legal return is in­ 
cluded in the calculation a flat rate of 74.07 coats 
per thousand to consumers would be justified. 
The rate proposed for adoption, i. e., the present 
rate now in effect and the inclusion of a Service 
Charge of 75 cent,;; and the discontinuance of the 90 
cent Minimum Charge is therefore far short of what 
w'ould be justified by a “legal” determination based 
upon valuation by commission or court adjudication. 
It is, in itself, admittedly insufficient. 
The reason 
for the concession on the part of The Logan Company 
rests in the fact that it is willing to the extent of is 
own resources to hazard the chance that additional 
gas will be procured in new fields by production and 
purchase, permitting increased sales by extension of 
service and otherwise, and thus make up the de­ 
ficiency in earning. 
The Logan Company has never sought to have a 
“high” rate established, and is not in this negotiation 
seeking what it is legally entitled to receive, but is 
asking for 
hat is absolut fly necessary to maintain 
its present activities and permit the attempted de­ 
velopment of new sources of natural gas supply that 
ffs serv ice be prolonged and extended as far in the 
future as possible and practical.
